Information has been received re- 
garding the Fellowships and Scholar- 
ships o/fered at Bryn Mawr College 
by tbe Carola "ft'oorisliof fer Gradua Ih 
Department of Social. .Economy and 
Social Research. The Departmeni 
offers three Fellowships — two in 
Social Kconbmy and . Research and 
one in Psycholo^— carrying stipends 
of $810 .each; besides these several 
post-graduato scholarships, carrying 
stipends from $400 to 1650 each.

J. McKay, whb for seven 
teen years has beén an abtlve mis 
slonary at Neemuch in India, where 
his slncerest feelings are centred. 

The guests' message came in the 
form of an informal talk, nartatia,* 
Bome of the characteristics of tbo 
people with Whom he bas dovotéd^blB 
best peHbd in life, while' the need for 
men and equipment; In no way were 
overlooked in the Interesting, vivi; 
and delightful discourse. 
' In speaking of the educational sys- 
tem of 'Calcutta, Mr. McKay sald,'that 
the number ot ' students > graduatiug 
from Calcutta rollegc-s' annually,' was 
equal< to' the United universities of 
Harvard, ' Yale, PrlnCetbn and Tor- 
onto. At present those attending .th'e 
public schools of that country run up 
to. six. minions. NeTOrtheless, there' 
are over thlitv^ million' who' do' not 
have ttaV BOdd fortuné' 6f attaining an 
Indian schooling, evén though it may 
be of a vastly Inferior type to' oura, 
and so long as "casto" lias its set 
superstitions and traditional place In 
the lives of these natives. less will 
be the number of the lower castes' 
children to become partially educated.

turer. This witness was recalled by 
the counsel for the defence, who tried 
to intimidate the former, .and many 
enlightening facts were brought out 
without much trouble. 

The next wltneWs was M. Henri 
Begs, of tjie Police Force, who teetl- 
fled to seeing the accused passing a 
suapiclous-looking bottle to another 
student on University Street. 

the Crown Analyst next took the 
witness box. He stated that, after 
duo examination of the' liquid In ques- 
tion, he found that It contained not 
less than ninety-nine per cent, baking 
soda. 

Sheriff Wheatfleld did not have 
much to say, and took a long time to 
say it In. He was cross-examined by 
the defence. .lean Baptiste Lifrotm- 
bolsc was a farmer whoEe acres were 
situated next to those of Uf. Hank 
Whlffletree. The latter had caused 
tHo witness much annoyance on sev- 
eral occasions, and this point was 
audibly noted on a noiseless type- 
writer by the stenographer 'for the 
defence. Nothing but praises for Si's 
character emanated from the be- 
whisk'ercd lips of tiie Reverend Heze- 
klah Sprigglns. The good man was 
pained and shocked beyond belief at 
the outrageous charge brought 
against one of Sims Corners'- most 
reputable citizens. This estimate of 
Si's character was ably backed ;up by 
Tes WhHtletree, sister of accused; 
who was the next witness called. 

Mr. Hank Whlffletree would have 
said a lot more Ifv he had' been al- 
lowed, but as it was,' he gave the pro- 
secution a lot to think about. The 
accused man was the .next to enter 
the witness box. He was quite satis- 
fied lii ^ii'own mind that he was not 
guilty, and was not afraid to' say so:
